The  young  girls  who  modeled  the  new  school  uniform  on 
the  catwalk  at  our  fashion  show  in  March  and  whose 
pictures  appear  in  these  pages  are  not,  of  course,  the  first 
girls  to  wear  a  Saltus  uniform.  Not  only  do  we  currently 
have  twenty-five  girls  at  the  post-secondary  level  at  Saltus, 
but  following  1971  when  we  adopted  the  then  co- 
educational school,  Cavendish,  as  our  Preparatory 
Department,  girls  progressed  right  through  our  Junior 
School,  only  leaving  us  to  enter  secondary  education 
elsewhere.  Never  before,  however,  will  we  have  had  girls 
throughout  the  school  and  in  such  numbers  as  will  be 
present  next  September,  when  almost  one  hundred  girls  will 
be  joining  us  for  the  first  time. 

When  in  1969  John  Dancy,  the  then  Headmaster  of 
Marlborough,  introduced  girls  into  the  Sixth  Form,  he  was 
the  first  of  the  Headmasters'  Conference  Schools  to  do  so. 
Until  that  point  in  time  co-educational  independent  schools 
tended  to  be  looked  upon  with  suspicion  and  regarded  as 
'experimental'.  Since  those  early  days,  however,  more  and 
more  Headmasters'  Conference  schools  have  followed  suit, 
not  only  taking  in  girls  at  the  sixth  form  level  but  also 
throughout  the  school.  The  movement  has  been  in  response 
to  a  clear,  social  need,  it  extends  the  ideal  of  the  family  into 
education  and  is  undoubtedly  a  better  preparation  for  the 
university  environment.  Many  schools  also  found  having 
made  the  move,  that  there  was  a  'relaxed  normality'  in  the  school  that  had  not  been  present  before. 

Full  co-education  has  been  discussed  at  Saltus  for  many  years  now,  and  having  finally  made  the  decision  many 
people  have  worked  energetically  throughout  this  year  to  prepare  for  it.  Because  we  wish  to  improve  the  facilities  for 
the  benefit  of  all  our  students,  we  have  undertaken  the  first  stage  of  a  four-year  building  plan.  The  most  immediate 
evidence  of  this  is  the  new  block  at  Cavendish  which  as  I  write  this  page  is  marked  merely  by  the  presence  of 
bulldozers.  By  September,  however,  there  will  be  a  fine  building  on  the  site  occupied  by  our  new  first  year  Preparatory 
students.  At  the  Junior  and  Senior  levels,  greater  unity  will  be  brought  to  our  main  campus  by  the  creation  of  an  Art, 
Music  and  Craft  Centre  out  of  'Woodlands',  to  be  used  jointly  by  juniors  and  seniors. 

My  colleagues  and  I  are  enthusiastic  and  excited  about  extending  co-education  throughout  the  school  and  look 
forward  to  its  full  implementation  in  September.  We  are  naturally  proud  of  our  heritage  and  will  continue  to  retain  all 
that  is  best  from  the  past  whilst  ensuring  that  the  education  we  offer  remains  relevant  to  the  needs  of  our  students  in 
the  context  of  modern  Bermuda  and  of  the  world  at  large.  As  we  enter  our  one  hundred  and  fourth  year  we  do  so 
secure  in  the  knowledge  that  we  have  made  a  change  that  is  absolutely  relevant  and  necessary  for  the  full  education  of 
our  young  people.

Students  wishing  to  further  their  education  abroad  have  received  favourable  responses, 
many  from  colleges  and  universities  of  their  first  choice.  This  is  particularly  pleasing  at 
a  time  when  competition  for  places  at  competitive  institutions  remains  as  keen  as  ever. 
Canada,  once  again,  is  the  most  popular  destination  for  Post-Graduate  students,  with 
Queens,  Western  Ontario,  McGill,  Dalhousie,  Acadia  and  St.  Mary's  attracting  the 
largest  number  of  applicants.  In  the  United  States,  schools  including  Bowdoin,  the 
University  of  Southern  California  and  The  Florida  Institute  of  Technology  will  be 
admitting  our  graduates,  whilst  universities  in  the  United  Kingdom  continue  to  look 
favourably  upon  well-qualified  students  offering  SAT  and  Advanced  Placement 
examinations.

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WHAT  IS  GEOGRAPHY? 

Geography  has  undergone  considerable  change  over  recent  years.  The  idea  that  the  study  of 
geography  is  just  about  learning  lists  of  capital  cities,  names  of  rivers  and  heights  of 
mountains  is  very  much  an  old-fashioned  view  of  the  subject.  Today,  geography  is  a  lively, 
dynamic  and  relevant  subject  which  is  still  concerned  with  people  and  their  environment,  but 
the  subject  is  dealt  with  in  a  more  interesting,  issue-based  way.  Students  learn  how  to  apply 
ideas,  concepts  and  skills  gleaned  in  the  classroom  to  new  and  realistic  situations.  To  study 
any  issue,  skills  of  data  collection  need  to  be  developed  using  both  primary  and  secondary 
sources  of  information.  To  this  end,  fieldwork  is  an  integral  part  of  geography  at  Saltus. 
Before  any  analysis  can  start,  the  data  has  to  be  gathered  using  a  wide  variety  of  fieldwork 
techniques,  the  results  of  which  have  to  be  collated  and  presented  in  appropriate  ways.  From 
year  one,  we  build  upon  a  range  of  skills  and  techniques  -  cartographic  and  statistical  -  using 
computers  where  relevant.  Whilst  analyzing  the  data,  students  are  encouraged  to  offer 
explanations  -  but  they  are  made  aware  that  these  are  tentative  and  open  to  debate.  If  conflicts 
of  opinions  and  interest  occur,  students  are  urged  to  empathize:  to  put  themselves  in  other 
people's  shoes  to  help  them  understand  why  people  behave  in  certain  ways.  The  recognition 
and  development  of  values  is  now  a  vital  part  of  school  geography  and  allows  students  to 
make  reasoned  judgments  about  the  issues  they  study  and  predict  what  may  happen  in  the 
future.

THIRD  YEAR  FIELDWORK 

In  geography,  we  study  rivers,  valleys  and  glaciated  regions 
from  pictures  in  text  books.  It  is  hard  to  envisage  something 
which  has  no  bearing  on  the  way  of  life  on  a  twenty-three 
mile  long  island.  This  is  why  our  recent  field  trip  to  study 
coastal  features  at  Warwick  Long  Bay  was  so  interesting.  We 
actually  drive  past  these  landscapes  each  day.  There  is  no 
need  to  turn  to  a  page  number  to  see  what  a  wave  cut 
platform  or  an  algal  cup  reef  looks  like. 

The  purpose  of  our  field  trip  was  to  perform  a 
geomorphological  study  of  the  features  around  us;  in  other 
words  to  gain  a  better  understanding  of  the  features  we  see 
each  and  every  day  along  out  coast. 

After  an  introduction  on  how  the  Bermuda  pedestal  was 
formed,  Mrs.  Wrigley  began  describing  how  seemingly 
ordinary  rock  proved  evidence  of  high  and  low  tide  marks 
and  how  undercutting,  by  the  processes  of  erosion  created 
wave  cut  notches  and  platforms.  We  also  quickly  learned  that 
the  actual  physical  features  were  not  as  simplistic  as  they 
were  portrayed  in  text  book  examples. 

Once  we  had  sketched  and  noted  down  any  evidence  of 
features  such  as  stacks  (like  Peel  Rock),  arches,  caves,  algal 
cup  reefs  (boilers)  and  headland  and  bay  formations,  we 
began  work  on  the  beach  itself. 

We  produced  a  beach  transect  and  performed  an  experiment 
to  prove  that  longshore  drift,  a  process  in  which  sand  is 
moved  along  the  beach  by  sea  action,  was  occurring. 

All  the  information  collected  was  then  compiled  to  form 
individual  projects.  Field  trips  like  this  one,  not  only  develop 
research  skills  but  they  also  tend  to  reveal  how  little  we  are 
actually  aware  of  the  most  obvious  things  around  us.

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There  are  wonderful  resources  in 
Bermuda  for  learning  about  plants  and 
animals.  The  Invertebrate  House  in  the 
Bermuda  Aquarium  and  Paget  Marsh 
offer  great  opportunities  for  learning 
by  direct  experience.  The  Aquarium 
staff  are  to  be  congratulated  on  setting 
up  and  maintaining  such  a  diverse 
collection  of  live  animals  —  animals 
which  are  periodically  returned  to  their 
natural  habitat. 

When  we  go  out  and  see  things  for 
ourselves  we  all  learn.  Walk  fifty  yards 
into  Paget  Marsh  and  you  are  in 
another  world.  A  peaty,  shaded,  leafy 
green  world,  with  ferns  up  to  your 
shoulders  and  windswept  crackling 
palm  leaves  above  your  head.  There 
are  no  houses,  no  roads  and  no  cars, 
just  pristine  forest,  alive  and  peaceful. 

It  is  advisable  to  take  a  compass 
because  people  have  been  known  to 
lose  their  way  in  twenty  seven  acres  of 
pristine  forest!

Nursing  our  suntans  the  last  two  weekdays  were  spent  at  St.  Andrew's 
School.  As  well  as  our  own  performances,  everyone  joined  in  a  workshop  with 
70  Bahamian  players. 

A  free  weekend  included  a  cruise  and  a  visit  to  Coral  World  where  we  fed 
stingrays  and  stroked  sharks  -  nothing  really  after  some  of  our  other 
experiences  that  week.  Mention  should  be  made  of  Jamel  Bean  and  Tarik  Smith 
whose  ability  as  both  Brass  players  and  Limbo  dancers  was  enjoyed.  We  now 
look  forward  to  a  contrasting  cultural  experience  in  England  where  we  shall 
play  at  venues  such  as  Westminster  Abbey.  Very  different  from  beside  the  pool 
in  the  Bahamas.
